Use Forbidden 


The use of lawn sprinklers was 
strictly forbidden in an emergency 
order issued this morning by the 
Board of Public Works as the re- 
sult of a severe draft on the town’s 
water supply which threatened 
complete depletion of the reservoir 
by nightfall unless some severe 
step was taken. The ban on 
sprinklers will be lifted of course 
when the condition is alleviated.
